ANNABELLE  (F.  D.)  The  color  for  the  most  part  is  pure  waxy- 
white  with  just  a  slight  overcast  of  silvery-pink.  Fowers  have 
great  substance  and  keep  extremely  well  when  cut.  Roots  $  .35 

AVALON  (F.  D.)  An  old  but  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  pure 
glistening  yellows.  Lark  size,  long  stems  and  a  strong  grower. 

Roots  $  .25 

FRANCIS  LAROCCO  (1.  D.)  This  might  be  termed  a  cream  yellow 
Jersey's  Beauty  as  it  is  equally  as  good  a  cut  flower  in  yellow  as 
Beauty  is  in  pink.  It  is  medium  size,  has  fine  stems,  and  flowers 
are  of  hard  waxy  texture  which  stand  shipping  well.  Roots  $  .35 

GOVERNOR  TRUMBULL  (F.  D.)  A  large  free  flowering  variety 
of  clear  soft  orchid  resembling  Mrs.  I.  de  ver  Warner  but  lighter  in 
color  and  longer  stem.  Roots  $  .35 

HARRY  MAYER  (F.  D.)  Waxy  lavender  with  broad  petals.  Dwarf 
grower,  large.  Roots  $  .35 

IDA  PERRINS  (F.  D.)  We  believe  this  to  be  the  most  widely 
grown  white  at  the  present  time.  Easily  the  best  of  the  cheaper 
priced  ones.  Roots  $  .35 

JEAN  CHAZOT  (S.  C.)  Another  fine  flower  of  the  popular  Autumn 
shades.  The  color  for  the  most  part  being  golden  bronze,  with 
slight  red  suffusions.  Blooms  abundantly  on  good  stems.

JERSEY’S  BEACON  (F.  D.)  This  big  Chinese  scarlet  is  known 
wherever  Dahlias  are  grown.  The  flowers  are  large  and  globular 
in  form.

JERSEY’S  BEAUTY  (F.  D.)  There  is  no  doubt  more  of  this  grown 
for  the  cut  flower  markets  than  any  other  one  variety.

MARGARET  WOODROW  WILSON  (I.  D.)  An  exhibition  decora¬ 
tive  of  large  size  and  great  beauty.  The  face  of  the  petals  is 
creamy  white  with  a  reverse  of  phlox-pink,  giving  an  opalescent 
effect.

MARILDA  (F.  D.)  This  may  best  be  described  as  a  glorified  Yan¬ 
kee  Queen  as  it  has  the  same  soft  pink  shadings  with  just  a  slight 
marking  of  white  on  the  edges  and  reverse  of  the  petals.

META  SCAMMELL  (1.  D.)  A  big  amaranth  pink  having  many 
long  curling  petals.  Free  flowering  and  highly  recommended  for 
an  inexpensive  variety.

This  is  a  Dahlia  which  can  be 
particularly  recommended  for  cutting  as  the  flowers  have  wonder¬ 
ful  keeping  qualities,  and  stand  erect  on  the  best  of  stems.  The 
color  is  also  very  pleasing,  being  a  delicate  orchid  shading  to

MRS.  GEORGE  SKEEN  (I.  D.)  Old  rose  with  soft  pink  suffusions. 
High  centers  with  pointed  petals.  A  good  reliable  old  sort.

NANAQUAKET  (I.  D.)  Creamy  white  to  soft  lavender.  Large.

Healthy 
bush,  height  about  5V2  feet,  insect  resistant.  Blooms  from  early 
to  late.  Size  11  to  14  inches.  A  Dahlia  to  make  you  proud  of  your 
garden.  Roots  $1.00  Plants  $  .50 

CHEERIO  (Inc.  Cac.)  We  were  very  pleased  with  the  way  this 
Dahlia  grew  in  our  garden  last  year  and  it  was  also  a  winner  for 
us  on  the  exhibition  table.  The  stems  are  long  and  stiff  and  the 
flowers  have  fine  substance  and  last  well  when  cut.  Color  peach 
and  cream  to  yellow.

pure  white  semi-cactus  and  the  blooms  shown  were  12  inches 
or  more  in  diameter.  It  was  easily  the  most  outstanding 
new  Dahlia  in  the  show.  We  feel  honored  to  have  been 
invited  by  the  orignator  to  take  part  in  the  first  year  dis¬ 
semination  of  this  grand  Dahlia.

EDWARD  RINDFLEISCH  (F.  D.)  A  clear  brilliant  red  which  does 
not  burn  in  the  sun.  Large,  a  good  bloomer  and  an  exceptionally 
good  variety  in  the  red  class.

ENKART  PRIM  A  (S.  C.)  A  challenge  cup  winner  in  Belgium.  The 
color  is  new  in  the  cactus  type ;  soft  salmon  with  a  deep  yellow 
center.

ELITE  GLORY  (F.  D.)  I  ^arge  brilliant  red  with  the  broadest  petals 
of  any  variety  known.

EVENTIDE  (I.  D.)  A  seedling  of  the  old  favorite  Thomas  Edison 
which  it  resembles  in  many  ways.  A  certificate  winner  at  East 
Lansing  in  1938  and  a  runner  up  in  the  Futurity  contests.  It  has 
the  same  strong,  erect  habits  of  its  parent  and  is  a  pure  violet 
purple.  Roots  $5.00  Plants  $1.65 

EVERYBODY’S  FAVORITE  (I.  D)  The  color  of  this  Dahlia  is 
most  soft  and  appealing  to  the  eye.  It  is  a  soft,  clear  pink  with 
a  frosty  overcast.  It  grows  consistently  large  and  is  a  prize  winner 

wherever  shown.  Roots  $4.00  Plants  $1.50 

FOREST  FIRE  (I.  D.)  A  spectacular  and  different  bi-color,  being 
bright  lemon  yellow  for  about  half  the  length  of  the  petals,  then 
shaded  to  rich  scarlet  towards  the  tips,  enhanced  by  clear,  yellow 
petaloids.  It  is  a  stocky  grower  and  by  slight  disbudding  very 
marvelous  blooms  may  be  produced.  Roots  $  .50 

FORT  MONMOUTH  (I.  D.)  This  has  undoubtedly  won  more  prizes 
in  the  largest  bloom  class  than  any  other  variety  grown.  The 
color  is  rich  wine  red  with  an  underlying  tone  of  brilliant  crimson 
maroon,  and  a  slight  bluish  violet  tone  at  the  tops  of  petals.  The 
stems  are  long  and  stiff,  flowers  do  not  burn  and  last  well  when 
cut.

FORT  WASHINGTON  (I.  D.)  A  fine  large  flower  of  deep  crimson 
shading  to  maroon  in  center.  A  monster  flower  which  should  he 
in  every  garden.  Roots  $  .50 

FRECKLES  (I.  D.)  A  seedling  of  La  Fiesta  but  a  much  better  pro¬ 
ducer.  Lemon  yellow  speckled  and  striped  peach  red.  Recom¬ 
mended  to  those  who  like  bi-colors.  Large  and  a  good  bloomer.

GINGER  ROGERS  (I.  D.)  A  1941  introduction  of  Ruschmohr 
Gardens  which  will  rival  Lord  of  Autumn  and  California  Idol 
in  the  yellow  classes.  It  has  been  certified  at  both  Storrs 
and  East  Lansing  and  a  prize  winner  wherever  shown.  The 
color  is  a  clear  sulphur  yellow.  Plants  $5.00 


GLAMOUR  (I.  D.)  A  new  purple  which  is  auite  popular.  The  blooms 
are  large  and  deep  with  heavy  stems.  The  color  is  purple  with 
veins  of  violet  rose.  Many  times  a  prize  winner.

GOLDEN  STANDARD  (Cac.)  A  fine  new  variety  of  clean  out¬ 
standing  appearance.  Good  Cactus  form  and  the  blooms,  while 
carried  at  right  angles  on  the  stems,  always  look  you  right  in  the 
face.  The  color  is  buff  shaded  to  amber  and  gold.

GOLDEN  LIGHT  (F.  D  )  One  of  our  1935  introductions.  The  un¬ 
usual  markings  and  colors  of  this  variety  always  attract  attention. 
The  ground  color  is  canary  yellow  edged  and  more  or  less  marked 
and  splashed  carmine.  All  habits  are  good,  long  erect  stem  and  a 
fine  clean  grower.  Size  about  8  inches  under  ordinary  conditions.

GRACE  CURLING  (I.  D.)  A  glorious  decorative  of  great  size  and 
imposing  in  both  form  and  color.  It  is  orchid  lavender  shading  to 
white  at  base  with  something  of  a  silvery  overcast.

HASLAROVA  (F.  D.)  An  imported  bi-color  which  attracts  atten¬ 
tion  wherever  shown.  The  base  color  is  white  splashed  and 
marked  with  deep  magenta.  Good  size,  clean  upright  growth  with 
strong  stems.

HILLSIDE  GOLD  (Cac.)  A  dependable  bloomer  from  early  to  late. 
The  color  is  golden  yellow  with  apricot  suffusions.  Good  stems 
and  substance  and  a  fine  cut  flower.

HILLSIDE  JOY  (S.  C.)  A  1941  introduction  of  Hillside  Farm 
which  has  the  honor  to  have  been  awarded  a  Derrill  Hart 
Memorial  Medal  for  high  average  score  in  three  official 
A.  D.  S.  trial  gardens.  The  color  is  apricot  shading  to  gold 
at  the  center.  You  will  make  no  mistake  in  having  this  in 
your  garden  this  summer.  Plants  $3.50 


HUNT’S  VELVET  WONDER  (I.  D.)  Violet-purple  and  burgundy 
to  true  purple.  Blooms  are  not  only  large  but  deep  and  massive. 
The  stems  are  very  strong  and  the  flowers  stand  out  well. 

Roots  $  .50 

JANE  COWL  (I.  D.)  This  giant  flower  is  easily  the  most  outstand¬ 
ing  variety  of  the  present  generation.  It  is  far  too  well  known  to 
require  any  lengthy  description.  However,  for  the  benefit  of  any 
beginners,  we  will  say  that  it  is  a  glistening  bronzy  buff  of  ideal 
habits,  and  by  all  means  try  it.  Roots  $  .35  3  for  $1.00 

JEFFERSONIAN  (F.  D.)  Large  mauve  pink  blooms.  Grows  large 
and  of  good  depth.  Has  good  stems  and  blooms  well.

JERSEY’S  DAINTY  This  incurved  cactus  is  most  aptly  named  as 
both  its  coloring  and  form  are  extremely  dainty.  The  color  is  pure 
white  with  iust  a  faint  tinge  of  lavender  at  times.  A  prolific 
hloomer  with  long  stems  and  a  good  cut  flower.  Roots  $  .50 
JERSEY’S  WHITE  BEAUTY  (I.  D.)  An  excellent  cut  flower  white 
and  a  fine  keeper  when  cut.  Roots  $  .50 

JESSICA  DRAGONETTE  (S.  C  )  Our  1935  introduction  which  has 
made  good  throughout  the  country.  Named  in  honor  of  this  most 
charming  and  petite  radio  star  at  the  1934  A.  D.  S.  exhibition  in 
New  York. 

Comparison  with  the  color  chart  shows  the  colors  to  be  picric 
yellow  suffused  with  Venetian  pink.  However,  a  description  which 
we  think  more  readily  visualized  would  be  peach  and  cream  with  a 
shading  of  deeper  pink  on  the  reverse  of  the  petals.  The  type  is 
semi-cactus  almost  bordering  on  the  informal  decorative.  The 
petals  turn  in,  making  the  huge  blooms  both  deep  and  massive. 
The  plants  are  rugged  growing  with  good  stout  stems  and  produce 
an  abundance  of  blooms.  Roots  $  .75  Plants  $  .50 

JIM  MOORE  (I.  D.)  A  Dahlia  worthy  of  a  place  in  any  garden.  It 
is  distinctive  in  both  form  and  color.  The  petals  are  long  and 
regular,  rolling  back  at  tips.  Color  primrose  yellow,  shaded  gold 
and  suffused  salmon.  Roots  $  .50 

JIMMIE  FOXX  (I.  D.)  The  formation  is  deep  and  shaggy,  different 
from  existing  varieties.  Stems  are  erect  and  size  of  the  blooms  is 
very  large  standing  right  on  top  of  the  stem.  The  color  is  coppery 
red  with  a  touch  of  henna.  If  you  like  big  ones  don’t  miss  it.

Certified  at  East  Lansing,  Mich.,  and 
Berkeley,  Calif.,  and  won  the  American  Home  Achievement  Medal 
at  St.  Louis  show  in  1 038.  Roots  $1.00  Plants  $  .50 

JVDR.  K.  SVODODA  (I.  I).)  This  was  a  1937  European  introduc¬ 
tion  which  we  liked  very  much  on  account  of  its  beautiful  rose 
coloring.  Received  a  Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs  in  1937  from 
which  we  give  the  color  description,  “Rose  color  and  deep  rose 
color,  back  rose  pink  with  high  amparo  purple  tints."

In  August  of  the  past  year  we  were  invited  by  the  authorities 
at  Gardens  on  Parade,  at  the  New  York  World’s  Fair  to  arrange 
a  commercial  display  in  the  main  rotunda.  This  we  continued 
until  the  close  of  the  Fair.  On  October  8th  we  were  honored  by 
being  presented  with  Garden’s  on  Parade’s  highest  award — their 
Gold  Medal  Certificate.  This  being  the  only  Gold  Medal  award 
for  Dahlias  by  the  Gardens  during  the  season  of  1940.  That 
which  gave  us  still  more  pleasure,  however,  was  the  opportunity 
of  talking  with  so  many  of  you  personally  with  which  we  have 
corresponded  over  a  long  period  of  years. 

Most  of  our  friends  reported  the  European  Corn  Borer  much 
less  troublesome  the  past  season.  Continuance  of  the  use  of  sprays 
has  been  effective.  Reliable  sprays  with  at  least  a  4%  Rotonone 
or  Derris  content,  combined  with  a  good  spreader,  have  given 
good  control.  It  has  also  been  reported  that  a  stronger  solution 
of  these  same  sprays  have  been  very  effective  in  driving  off  the 
Japanese  Beetles  which  eat  the  light  colored  blooms  in  some 
localities. 

We  thank  you  for  your  past  favors  and  sincerely  hope  that  our 
stock  on  service  has  been  to  your  satisfaction  and  that  we  may 
look  forward  to  hearing  from  you  in  1941.
